W hen Colonel Roosevelt threw' 
the weight of his influence to Char­ 
les Evans Hughes in the 1916 pres­ 
idential race Mr. Colby identified 
him self with the democratic party. 
Mr. Colby was born at St. Louis 
51 y e a r s ago. 
On leaving the white house. Mr. 
Colby said: “ I had a long and un­ 
hurried conference with the presi­ 
dent. which impressed me with the 
great confidence he has reposed in 
me. 
I hope I shall not prove inad­ 
equate to these great duties."

Germany, Feb. 25.—No more A m eri­ 
can officers are to be permitted to 
bring their wives from America to 
the Rhine, until conditions improve 
in Coblenz it was announced recent­ 
ly in a w ar departm ent cable from 
W ashington. Coblenz is one of the 
most crowded cities of Europe, be­ 
ing headquarters of the Inter-Alli­ 
ed Rhineland High Commission in 
addition to the s^at of command of 
the 15,000 United States troops sta­ 
tioned in the bridgehead area.

there were general complaints of a 
s.*gar short tge in this country last 
year, exports of the commodity dur­ 
ing that time - xceeded those of tli • 
year before by more than 1.000,00U- 
o00 pounds, according to depart­ 
ment of commerce 
records. 
Ex­ 
ports totaled 1,475,407,078 pounds, 
conjpared with 407,296,324 pounds 
the year lie fore. 
One explanation of the increased 
advanced by trade experts of the 
department is that England sent 
much cane to the United States to 
be relined and reshipped. 
Exports 
to that country, however, were only 
425,170504 pounds, whereas France 
imported 627.(182,116 
pounds, 
or 
nearly half of the total. 
Italy took 
the third largest quanity, 58,931,947 
pounds. 
Relaxation of restrictions on ship­ 
ments by the allied countries after 
the war is believed here to be large­ 
ly responsible for the increased ex­ 
ports.
